§102(b). as allegedly being anticipated by U.S. Patent Publication No. 2002/0145981 to Klinker 
et al. (hereinafter "Klinker"). This rejection is respectfully traversed. 
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Claims 19 and 22, from which claims 20, 21, and 23 depend, respectively, recite 
determining the delay. Klinker does not disclose determining the delay according to the 
combinations recited in the rejected claims. 

For at least the foregoing reasons, it is respectfully requested that the rejection of claims 
19-23 as allegedly being anticipated by Klinker be withdrawn.
